Messrs. Templeman and Milne, the 
candidates in the interest of the oppo- 
sition for the representation of Victoria 
electoral district in the next House of 
Commons, held their first public meet- 
ing lust evening; Colquitz hall, on the 
Carey road, being the scene. There was 
a good turnout of the electors of 
the surrounding country, and not 
only was there an interesting meeting, 
but all hands were subsequently enter- 
tained with cofibe and cake in, accord- 
ance with the hospitable traditions of 
Colquitz. Mr. David Stephens having 
taken the chair by unanimous request, 
after a brief introductory address called 
upon the candidates. 

Mr. Templeman first spoke, at once 
taking up the Manitoba school question, 
wl ich he said he considered the leading 
issue of this contest. He asked the 
electors not to believe, as they had been 
told, that Manitoba entered confedera- 
tion with the understanding that separ- 
ate schools would be maintained, and 
now as at the bye-election lie announced 
himself as "distinctly an I unqualifiedly 
in favor of a national secular system of 
schools." (Mr. Lanrier, his leader, is 
pledged to restore sepwate schools.) He 
dealt at length with the proposition of 
Premier Greenway to the commission 
last winter to entirely secularize the 
schools, and held this should have been 
accepted by the minority. He thought 
that the Manitoba people should be al- 
lowed to settle llns matter themselves, 
and he believed they would do bo if the 
remedial bill were deteated, but whether 
they would or not he would not under 
any circumstances vote for such a meas- 
ure. (Mr. Lanrier says be would resort 
to law if conciliation "failed.) 

On the trade question Mr. Templeman 
did not feel quite competent to expound 
the policy of the Liberal party, but he 
would say that if as asserted they have 
no policy neither have the Conserva- 
tives! He believed that the policy of 
protection per se — for the sake of build- 
ing' up the infant industries— is not 
in the interest of the country. 
He understood the policy of Mr. 
Laurier to be to place sufficient 
customs duties on imports to meet the 
necessary expenditure, and no more. 
He thought it should be the work of 
some of the cleverest men in the Liberal 
party to formulate a tariff according to 
the principles laid down bv Mr. Laurier. 
so as, to use that leader's words, " to 
place the burden evenly on all shoulders" 
and " so that the rich shall pay more 
and the poor pay less" ! As one griev- 
ance caused by the present tariff he in- 
stanced coal oil, which he asserted is 
taxed 100 percent. The tax, however, he 
Inter stated at is cents a gallon, in a com- 
putation bv which he figured that Brit- 
ish Columbians hud paid $70,000 last 
vear in duty and in its equivalent to the 
Canadian oil producers who kept their 
prices nearly up to what American oil 
could he bought for. It would be the 
policy of the Liberal party to very 
materially reduce the tariff on all goods 
used by the fanners. Tlie farmers be 
though are more concerned than anyone 
else in seeing tlie duty on manufactures 
reduced. He believed that the farmers 
of British Columbia do profit by the 
duties on farm products, and he did not 
believe the Liberal party have ever con- 
sidered the question whether or not farm 
products shall be made entirely free. He 
did not believe their leaders had ever 
thought of that question, but he did 
not believe it was their policy to do any- 
thing to injure the farmers, and if it is 
at all consistent with the policy of the 
party he would advocate retaining the 
present protection for farm products ! 
He thought, however, it would really be 
in their interest to reduce or wipe off the 
present duties on agricultural products. 
He referred to the statement in the Col- 
onist of that morning as to the low 
price of agricultural produce in the 
neighboring State of Washington, and 
insinuated that it was the higher protec- 
tion of the U. S. tariff that had brought 
this about. He wanted to know how it 
is that peas and oats are so cheap in this 
district, though he would not say that 
the National Policy is to blame for this, 
but be would point out that IheNational 
Policy had not prevented it. He read 
the clause in the present tariff providing 
for reciprocity between other countries 
and Canada, in certain natural products, 
and held that this placed the protection 
to the farmers in the hands of tne Wash- 
ington authorities. 

Dealing with Col. Prior's statement 
before the Board of Trade that 
the provision made in the esti- 
mates for the William Head quarantine, 
the E. & N. railway extension and in 
aid of the British Pacific railway, could 
not he put into effect because of the ob- 
struction of the opposition party, lie 
aiked whether anyone in the hall was so 
simple as to believe that. 

A Voice — "Of course; they blocked 
the whole thing by their obstruction!" 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Templeman, evidently vexed by 
the sympathetic laughter which greeted 
this interjection, proceeded to make a 
vicious attack on Col. Prior. " I do not 
believe one word of that statement 
the Board of Trade," he angrily declared. 
" I think there was never a falser 
statement. I do not believe the 
promoters of the British Pacific 
had ever asked for any assistance 
from the Dominion, and I do not believe 



that tho Dominion would give any as- 
sistance to a purely provincial road with- 
out a Dominion charter. I do not be- 
lieve that Mr. Rithet as the representa- 
tive of the British Pacific railway lias 
ever asked the Dominion government 
for any assistance. The statement is a 
falsehood on tho face of it. I say it is 
untrue." Ho continued; however, that 
if elected he would do all in his power to 
aid the British Pacific and — with in- 
creasing anger strangely inconsistent 
with the assertion — that " Col. Prior in 
putting that statement forward has done 
more barm to himself, in the minds of 
the public, than anything I could say." 

Mr. Templeman next expatiated on 
the grotesquely absurd allegation that 
this province has paid to the Dominion 
a million dollars a year more than it has 
recei ved ! 

Dealing with the bill which Col. Prior 
had introduced to provide for polling 
stations in the outlying districts 
of this constituency in place of 
compelling the voters to drive many 
miles to the polls." Mr. Templeman en- 
deavored to justify his course In asking 
Mr. Martin to block the bill, by alleging 
— what is absolutely untrue — that the 
bill would have disfranchised many 
electors. Col, Prior, he said, "wanted 
a new deal," to "fix tip the voters' 
lists " to his own advantage, so the 
Conservative association had prepared a 
scheme that they openly ooasted on the 
street would "do up Templeman and 
Milne." " It was a most iniquitous 
bill," he continued," and when Mr. 
Martin opposed it that gentleman — 

A Voice— " Gentleman 1 Save tlie 
mark!" (Great laughter.) 

Mr. Templeman, to give his patent 
grievance local interest, continued that 
the bill would disfranchise half the peo- 
ple in the hall; but in a few minutes lie 
was explaining that the names which he 
says would not have appeared on the 
new list, are those of electors who have 
no qualification in this district, hut 
properly belong to and are also registered 
on the list for the adjoining division of 
Vancouver Island district; and a ma- 
jority of these improperly registered 
votes had, he added, been cast for him 
it the bye-election ; that was why they 
were to be interfered with. 

A Voice — "That's too thin alto- 
gether!" (Laughter.) 

Mr. Templeman produced a list which 
he said was of the names lie had alluded 
to, and had got to " Garnham " when be 
had to be corrected again: 

No, that's wrong ; what's the use ol 
trying to deceive the people that way?" 

Mr. Templeman continued that this 
was a " mean, roundabout way to re- 
move names, a large majority of whom 
were on my tide." 

A Voice—" You're not exactly lying, 
perhaps, but next door to it." (Great 
laughter.) 

I challenge contradiction of my 
statement," Mr. Templeman excitedly 
proceeded, and be added that — besides 
those improperly on the list whom he 
claimed had voted for him — a large num- 
ber of votes had been illegally cast last 
January ; but, he said, " if tins persona- 
tion goes on at the next election 
some people will find them- 
selves in gaol," Personally, he 
explained, lie would rather stay 
in Victoria and edit the Victoria Times. 
" We don't specially desire to sit in 
parliament; wo only want to make a 
change in the government. I believe 
that notwithstanding the verdict of Vic- 
toria, we are going to have a Liberal 
government," and he felt quite sure 
that the Liberals would not take Col. 
Prior into their cabinet. 

As Mr. Templeman was leaving the 
platform Mr. Daniels asketl leave to put 
a question " I would like to ask you," 
he said, •' if the public pay what is 
equal to a duty on manufactures made 
in this country'.'" 

Mr. Tern pfeinan — '' There is not a 
doubt about it." 

Mr. Daniels said this wns absurd, as 
he was well acquainted with the affairs 
of tunny manufacturing concerns, which 
pay a profit, in dividends, of not more 
than 5 per cent.

Ottawa, Out., June 4.— Agricultural 
Commissioner Kobertson iias returned 
from the Maritime provinces. Ho re- 
ports continued interest in dairy matteis 
and predicts that winter dairying will 
take a firm bold there. The Charlotte- 
town dairy ran for live months during 
the past winter. 

Mr. St. Denis, the Manitoba census 
commissioner, writing to statistician 
Geortre Johnson, says the work of enu- 
merating in Manitoba is well under 
weigh, and by the end of tho week 
nearly all the returns will be in. 

Baroness Macdonald, of Earnscliffe, 
leaves for Kingston to-morrow to be 
present at the anniversary service at 
Cataraqui cemetery on Saturday, that 
being the fifth anniversary of Sir John 
Macdonald's death. Then she will pro- 
ceed to Toronto, Winnipeg and Banff. 

An important batch of militia orders 
were issued to-day. The relative rank 
of medical and veterinary surgeons has 
been abolished and the brevet and hon- 
orary rank of the different oflicers re- 
vised. Paymasters have been restored 
to the list of the regimental establish- 
ments. The Imperial cavalry drill of 
1 S«J ti will supersede the drill of 1885, 
hitherto in use. The duties of inspect- 
ors of cavalry and infantry are defined 
under to-day's orders. 

To-morrow's cabinet meeting in Mon- 
treal will likely be attended by all the 
ministers except Hon. Messrs. Prior, 
Macdonald and Ferguson. The Premier 
will probably spend Sunday in Ottawa. 

The department of Baihvays and 
Canals to-day had on exhibition the 
plans for the proposed enlargement of 
the Eastern or Iroquois division of the 
Galops canal. The estimated cost of the 
work is $1,750,000.

materials of manufacture. They would, 
too, reduce the cost of the necessaries of 
life, by taking off the duties, but they 
would leave on tho protection now en- 
joyed by the farmers on their produce. 
(These contradictory statements by the 
Doctor made it necessary for Mr. Daniels 
to "set him straight Boveral times 
throughout his address, greatly to the 
amusement of the meeting.) 

As to the British Pacific, Dr. Milne 
declared that, from the first lie had been 
in favor of that project, though he had 
run and been defeated in Victoria as a 
candidate of tho opposition party oneof 
whose chief planks was bitter hostility 
to this scheme. Ho argued in effect 
that the policy of the party he supported 
made no difference so long B9 fce per- 
sonally favoied the project, and reiter- 
ated that he had been from the first a 
friend of that scheme and would do all 
he could to help it if elected. 

Mr. A. Martin was t hen invited to the 
platform by the chairman, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Templeman. His recep- 
tion was not exactly an ovation. 

" That's the man who waved the flag 
and stopped the people from speaking at 
the theatre," gnid one elector with a 
good memory for faces. 

This introduction seemed to rattlo the 
speaker a little, for — rather foreign to 



PRACTICALLY BEATEN. 

Manitoba Liberals Capitulating to the Mc- 
Carthy ites-Conservative Prospects 
Correspondingly Improved. 

Winnipeg, June 4. — (Special) — A 
prominent Conservative says- "The 
Liberals of Manitoba are already prac- 
tically beaten, if they have not aban- 
doned the fight. The declarations of 
Hon. Willred Laurier on the school 
question have alarmed his Western 
friends to such an extent that they have 
already lost two constituencies, Brandon 
and Marquette, and abdicating in favor 
of the McCarthy ites and their allies, 
and have been negotiating in Selkirk 
for a similar capitulation. In the 
other three constituencies Messrs. 
Martin, Rutherford and Richardson find 
themselves in a rather queer predica- 
ment and are compelled to announce 
that they are prepared to vote want of 
confidence, even i n a Liberal govern- 
ment if it should attempt to pass reme- 
dial legislation. These incidents have 
materially strengthened the position of 
the Conservatives and Patrons. 

The Western Patrons' Sentinel, pub- 
lished at Portage la Prairie, of which 
J. A. Marshall, Patron candidate for 
Marquette, is editor, contains the 
following in its issue just to hand: "The 
latest election story was that an alliance 
had been formed in the East between 
the Liberals, McCarthyites and Patrons, 
particulars of which were alleged to 
have been divulged by Grand Secretary 
Welch, of Ontario. Grand Secretary 
Graham received the following telegram 
on Tuesday: "Toronto, June 2. — No 
such amalgamation exists; Welch has 
recanted; lie will be suspended. - 

"(Signed) Geo. Wkigley." 
The Liberals have not yet, secured a 
candidate in Provencher. 

There is a rumor that there will only 
be one Conservative candidate in the 
Selkirk constituency next week. Brad- 
bury will probably be induced to retire.

KAML00P8 ASSIZES. 

Results of the Trials Held Before Chief Jus- 
tice Davie on Monday. 

The spring assizes were held at Kam- 
loops on Monday last before Chief Jus- 
tice Davie, when in the case of Eleonor 
Garcia, charged with attempting to pass 
a forged check at Nicola, the accused 
was found guilty and sentenced to one 
month's imprisonment in Kamloops jail. 

Ah Sam, convicted of an indecent as- 
sault on a little girl at Kamloops, was 
sentenced to three months' imprison- 
ment with hard labor and to receive a 
whipping of two do/.en lashes each 
month. 

Kitloosh, .an Indian, for stealing a 
horse at Nicola, was sentenced to twelve 
months' imprisonment with hard Jlahor. 

In the case of Frank, an Indian, 
charged with attempting to murder 
Gavin Hamilton at Savona, the grand 
jury brought in a true bill, but as Ham- 
ilton is still under treatment at the hos- 
pital the trial was set over to the next 
assizes. The trouble arose out of a 
quarrel between the two men and re- 
sulted in Hamilton being shot with a 
Winchester rifle, the bullet entering the 
breast and lodging in the shoulder, 
where it still remains. Hamilton is pro- 
gressing favorably. 

As the evidence was found insufficient 
to proceed with the trial the crown en- 
tered a nolle prosequi in the case of 
I'etro and Petelst, Indians, chained with 
the murder of an Indian named Felix 



NICARAGUA CANAL. 

U. S. Senate Committee Report Favorably 
on the Project. 

Wasai.ncto.n, June 4. — The senate 
committee on the Nicaragua canal held 
a meeting to-day and authorized the 
chairman, Senator Morgan, to report 
favorably a bill similar to that which 
had been reported in the house for the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. 
The committee expresses the opinion 
based on the work performed that the 
canal can be constructed for less than 
Mr. Menoeal's estimate, which is $53,- 
17(1, 17i>, but they estimate that at a cost 
of $150,000,000, the highest figure named, 
it would pay an average of $1,662,500 per 
year for the first ten years under its 
completion.

Much of the time of Hie Point Elllce 
bridge inquest yesterday was taken rjp in 
the heating of expert testimony, and though 
of necessity it was to some extent technical 
it proved in the main highly interesting, 
giving ns it did part of the theory of the 
cause of the accident. A large wooden 
model of one panel cf the bridge was 
brought into court yesterday, it having 
been made by order of the city. It moved, 
however, somewhat unwieldy and a black- 
board diagram was used instead when 
needed. 

Gilbert McKay, a teamster, stated that 
he had once hauled over the bridge a load 
o!' ironwork weighing approximately with 
the horses and truck 12^ tons; he had been 
on the bridge when the lirst accident hap- 
pened, hut lie did not pay much attention 
to the car as lie was occupied in escuping 
as the bridge shook seriously. 

Thomas Iilliott, id' lo Mason street, con- 
tractor, had in Anril, 1835, re-covered the 
roadway of Point Kllice Bridge for the city, 
acting then us foreman of the crew'. 
There was no inspection of the t imbers to his 
knowledge. Mr. Cox was never present hut 
Mr. VVilmot was sometimes, witness had 
no instructions to test the timbers. Aid. 
McLcllnn was down to see the bridge sev- 
eral times while the work was in progress, 
but there was no inspection. Witness had 
received his instructions direct from Mr. 
Wilmot; he had no opportunity of seeing 
whether t he bridge beams were sound or 
not; to do that properly the beams should 
have been bored. The gang under him 
were not permanently employed by the 
city, but only for that one job. 

Louis. Vigelius was an alderman when the 
bridge was taken over by the city in 1801; 
the city limits took in Point Ellico bridge 
"when they were extended. lie had been 
one of the streets and bridges committee in 
1891, but diil nut consider it his duty to in- 
spect bridges. That should he left to the 
city engineer, and that ollicial should be 
held responsible. Mr. Leech was city en- 
gineer at that time, He was not aware of 
any complaints having been sent in about 
the safety uf Point Kllice bridge; there was 
no regular rule making the city engineer 
responsible for the bridges, but witness bud 
always understood it was a part of his 
duty. The council could not he held re- 
sponsible if the Ulisafety of a bridge hud 
not been reported to them, and an accident 
occurred. 

John Macmillan, alderman and a mem- 
ber of the present streets committee, stated 
that in his opinion the duties of the com 
mittee were to carry out the instructions of 
the council. It was not a part of the com- 
mittee's duty to give professional services 
such as the inspection of bridges. Two 
months before May lit, the engineer report- 
ed certain repairs needed to James Bay and 
Kock Bay bridges. A carpenter, Thomas 
Tubman, is making an examination of 
James Buy bridge by direction of the coun- 
cil to the city engineer ; at present it was 
the city engineer w ho w as responsible for 
the safety of the bridges; M r. Wilson, the 
bridge superintendent, was under the city 
engineer and took his instructions from the 
city engineer. Witness held that it de- 
volved upon the engineer to look after the 
safety of bridges ; the city engineer had re- 
ported at the end of lust year that Point 
Kllice bridge was in good condition. If the 
city had the money the city engineer's re- 
commendations were generally carried out. 
By reason of his olllce and williuut any 
special instructions it was the city engi- 
neer's duty, witness understood, to see that 
the bridges were properly inspected. Asa 
matter of fact witness did not know that 
the city engineer hud instructions from the 
city as'to what his duties were. He did 
not know of any by-law to restrict the num- 
ber of people carried in street ears, and he 
doubted the powers oi the city to pass such 
a law, but he did not know of any steps 
having been taken to find out, although 
the matter hud been discussed by the alder- 
men. The report that Point Kllice bridge 
was in good condition was made by Cox 
to the city engineer and was by Hi" latter 
embodied in Ins own annual report, to the 
council. The city council did not delegate 
its power regarding the city engineer to the 
ntreets committee. 

T. P. West, contractor, mostly of bridges 
and wharves, had never done any work on 
Point Kllice bridge but was familiar with 
it; he had doubts as to its safety from the 
time he lirst took special notice of it in 1.-H1 ; 
he had always had that opinion of that kind 
of a bridge (a Pratt combination)— it was 
"a divided we fall concern." The top 
chord Of the Point Kllice structure was out 
of plumb and it was of defective design; 
there was mure oscillation on it than there 
should be, both sideways and unand down. 
In walking across it one would almost be 
forced to hold on to the. hand-rail when 
anything crossed it. If eveiything was 
screwed up properly there would have been 
less oscillation. He had written a letter to 
Mr. Leech, city engineer, at the time telling 
him the bridge was very unsafe. He received 
no reply, but the mailer came before the 
city council, be believed. Someone was 
appointed to inspect the bridge and it was 
pronounced all right. The only way t i 'est 
the bridge was to see how it deflected bv 
sendinga load over it and watching it with 
a good level. He would not bore into the 
timbers at all, but would use a sharp prod; 
the weakest point in the bridge was where 
the bangers entered the flood beams; good 
bridge timber ought to be good for seven or 
eight years and should then be removed. 
I f one lloor beam was found bad all sholi Id 
be removed. He did not consider the 
bridge was ever safe to curry cars, on one 
side especially. It was on June 2,1891, that 
he sent his letter to Mr. Leech ; us a result 
of his report, he believed the .subsequent 
■report as lo the condition of the bridge was 
made. The bridge if uot screwed properly 
might easi ly be screwed out ol line ; by screw- 
ing the lateral bracing the top chord could he 
thrown out of line. Some of the chords on 
the spun still standing were out of plumb 
from tin inch to an inch and a ball now. 
He first noticed that defect in 1890 or ISO I. 
By properly adjusting that could be 
remedied again; he had not noticed whether 
this defect had increased during the last 
lew years; if such a .bridge were 
well looked after it might be all 
right. Such bridges had been used lor 
railway purposes, and be had put up a 
couple ol then, himself in Oregon, and was 
used to putting up railway and traffic 
bridges. Such a U'idge after live or six 
years should bo tested every year; his chiel 
objection was to the top chord not being 
properly braced; a floor beam breaking 
night go down without carrying the span 
with it ;o strength of a factor of Gve would 
remain as long us the bridge was kept In 
good condition ; it was a better plan to 
Fasten the lower sway rods to the lower 
Chord instead of the door beams, ihe wit- 
ness hud no particular objection agamst 
the bridge design except the top Chora. 

William Clark, carpenter, hud been em- 
ployed in repairing the bridge for the cor- 
poration after the accident in 1892 ; the > ac- 
cident then happened by one of the 
beams breaking It was Mr. Styles, then 
an alderman and a member pi the streets 
committee, who gave him instructions to 
do II Z work. The city engineer came devn 
to ti e bridge while he was at work but 
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gave him no inst ructions ; the city engineer 
had the other Hour beams of the bridge 
bored and examined and replaced by new 
ones (hen. Witness hud pul the new 'beam 
in place with a hanger, boring the beam 
for it; he did no! use a stirrup iron, 'flu' 
witness became confused an to the span in 
which he had put the beam, and was un- 
able to locate it on Ihe plan. 

W. S. i lore, recalled, stated that there 
were two other large bridges of the same 
kind as the Point Kllice bridge built for the 
government. One at Ashcroft built ten 
years ago, was carried awjiv by the great 
Hoods uf IS'H and the .ither was how stand- 
ing; it had a 200 feet span. There was no 
reason to believe that there was any struc- 
tural defect in the bridges; they were in- 
spected carefully by the road superintend- 
ent. The Ashcroft bridge was iie believed 
of the same carrying capacity as the Point 
Kllice bridge and it had stood successfully 
the driving over of large hands of range 
cattle, one of the most trying kinds of a 
load. His recollection of the beam broken 
in 1892 was that it was near the middle. 
The bridge was not then under bis control; 
he knew that there were letters written in 
the papers condemning the Point Kllice 
bridge the lirst year it was built. These 
letters he attributed simply to the news- 
paper criticism by a disappointed contrac- 
tor. The government road superintendents 
inspected the bridges under the control of 
the government. The iron work specifica- 
tion in the Point Kllice bridge was weldlcss 
iron and as far as be knew that was fur- 
nished; it was eleven years ago and he 
could not remember all the details. 
The government had no inspector 

material he presumed the inspector would 
have- reported it; he bad not, the slightest 
remembrance of any official of the bridge 
company (as was stated in a telegram from 
Sun Francisco) telling hi in the bridge was 
not strong enough for tramway traffic; at 
the time that that remark was said to have 
been made the bridge was under the city's 
control, but if such a remark bad been 
made to him he would certainly have re- 
ported it to the city. 

J. B. 0. Lockwood, of Seattle, civil engin- 
eer, bad bad considerable experience in 
constructing bridges and was agent for the 
.San Franciaco Bridge Co. lie bad examin- 
ed the wrecked bridge and bad cheeked the 
strains in the stiaili sheet and found them 
correct. It was a Whipple, or double inter- 
section truss bridge, and he lound that it 
was built according to the plans except the 
hungers, which, were put in of P , inch in- 
steud of V/i inch as called for in the plans. 
The bridge was built in 1885 according to 
the name plate; it was figured for a weight 
of 1,000 pounds per lineal foot or not more 
than 'Jrt.iKXI pounds on each panel, or, prac- 
tically, I I tons to a panel, and subtracting 
the weight of the Moor that would leave the 
safe load on any one panel of I) tons. As 
fur as the iron work was concerned, if it 
were not st rained !>.■'-. >nd Ihe limit of its 
elasticity, il would btsl for many years; a- 
an outside limit, in 1 might allow a I. .a. I ot 
IB tons to be carried over tin- bridge, per- 
haps, occasionally, but not as a regular 
thing. '1' he design of the bridge was all 
right; lie had seen the same design used in 
hundreds of structures and had not heard 
it condemned. The witness then by means 
of a blackboard diagram pointed out all 
the different parts of the span, show ing 
wluue all the pans were, and explaining by 
letters marked on Hie diagram what he 
laid found. 'I he outside bottom chord bar 
on the Kst|Uimalt end, at the north side of 
the bridge, was found broken oifaho.it ,s 
inches from the pin, where it fastened 
above the second lloor beam ; the rest of the 
chord bars were unbroken. On one of the 
tloor beams he found a 'broken hanger (a 
yoke hanger). and one yoke hanger 
was also found cracked. Others 
of these hangers were found intact, but 
some were missing ; the wood work of the 
top chord was foil ml unbroken, but two of 
the pieces were missing. A broken lloor 
beam was found : it was the third from the 
Esquimau end, and was broken where the 
hanger went through, and the wood was 
rotted. One springer was lound broken; it 
was one that was on the south side of the 
track, and as these track stringers were 
37 1 feet long (two panel lengths) with 
broken joints, two stringers on the north 
side would butt on the same door beams on 
which re.-ted the i. .id. lie of the broken 
stringer. lie had located the tramway 
track anil bad figured out the strains for 
carloads weighing from 10 tons to 20 tons. 
At every lloor beam of the bridge, the 
nature of the fracture of the lower end 
chord showed no reduction of area, indicat- 
ing therefore that it had been broken from 
a shock and not pulled apart. The falling 
of the bridge would account, for this break. 
The iron looked of good fair quality 
such us is used for bridge material; 
the breaking of this one chord bin- would 
not cause the bridge t'o go down ; its com- 
panion bar would have to break lirst. It 
was impossible to tell from the broken 
hanger whether it had snapped from a 
strain or a heavy shock. The diagonal 
irons connecting the top and bottom chords 
in the centre of the bridge showed they 
bad broken by strain; that strain might 
have been thrown on them by the bridge in 
falling. The third lloor beam from Kscpii- 
malt end was broken on the (forge side under 
the hanger; the broken banger might have 
been the central one or the next one on t he 
Victoria side. The factor of safety in high- 
way bridges was usually four and in rail- 
way bridges live, and parts of the structure 
subject to great variations of strain re- 
ijuired a slightly greater factor of safety, 
lie found where one of the hip upright 
irons was broken that there wusallaw.it 
went in perhaps a quarter of an inch, lie 
did not nee that there was any material 
difference in strength in yokes or stirrup 
irons for supporting lloor beams in the 
bridge. He noticed one of the Hat hip 
verticals wdiere it was broken was some- 
whjit crystal'zed; be had not. noted those 
irons near the ends quite as thoroughly as 
ire would have otherwise, as his lirst day's 
examination satisfied him that the break 
occurred in the bridge towards the centre; 
and all that he had gathered since bore out 
this theory; the breaking of the hip verti- 
cal only, would not have caused the bridge 
to fall." The lloor beam in the centre of the 
bridge that had the broken banger showed 
hv the mud on the end that it had fallen 
from the Gorge aide and stuck in the mud

Reading from his list of strains on the 
truss for the 20-ton car. the estimated 
weight of the fatal car with its 
passengers, the strains varied from 
a fraction of .'t^ to one of 7 : .V The 
strain would be lifted oil cine beam as soon 
as t be car wheels passed the next lloor 
beam ;the factor of safety of the stirrup irons 
was while it should not be less than H ; 
on a twenty ton load the track stringers 
had a factor of safety of 2%; the original 
floor beams would have a factor of 2 
and those put in by the city ofl%. He con- 
sidered that the primary cause of the break 
was that the bridge was loaded 
heavier than it should have been. His 
theory of the disaster was that the 
car ge.iug on from the Victoria end 
bad got about half way across when one of 
the floor beam hangers or a track stringer 
gave way, probably the one on the Victoria 
side of the centre lloor beam ; the ear might 
have then passed over the middle beam and 
then the next Moor beam gave way. The 
track Btringers bad a very small factor of 
safety yet lie was not prepared to say one 
gave way; be inferred from marks he had 
seen in the timber that one or two floor 
beams had swung down from the north end 
and acting as a powerful lever had worked 
against the south uprights, shoving the top 
chords out of line and so bringing down the 
whole span. 

Six o'clock came before !Vf r. Lockwood 
had finished his evidence and his examin- 
ation will be continued this morning at 
half-past nine.

THE FARMERS PROTECT ED. 

It is contended by many free traders 
that protection cannot possibly benetit 
the farmer. The farmer thev declare 
lias to pay for the protection of all the 
pampered industries without receiving a 
cent for the protection of bis own. The 
farmer is, therefore, represented as the 
victim of the protectionist policy. The 
protectionist tariff was framed, it was 
asserted, not to benefit but to rob him. 
The Grits on the strength of such repre- 
sentations as these confidently appealed 
to the farmers to vote against the sup- 
porters of the national policy. 

Hut the farmers are finding that facts 
are against the theories of the free tra- 
der. A few years ago the market of 
Canada was glutted with cheap pork, 
bacon and hams from the United States. 
Canadian farmers found it impossible 
under the tariiF as it then stood to com- 
pete with the American producer of 
pork. Although there was a duty of one 
cent a pound on pickled pink and two 
cents a pound on smoked und cured 
meats they were undersold in their own 
market by the American producer. In 
i860 the duty was raised to one and a 
half cents a pound on pickled pork and 
three cents a pound on smoked and 
cured meats. The increafid duty proved 
to be protective and it worked like a 
charm as the following figures show. In 
1890 under the low rate of duty Canada 
exported :

Here we find that the export of hog 
pioductS, owing to the imposition of a 
comparatively low protective duty, was 
increased more than sixfold in value in 
!; va years. 

In the course of those five years it 
was found that Canadian bacon and 
hams were of a fur better quality than 
those produced and prepared in the 
United States. Canadian bacon made 
for itself a high character in the Knglish 
market, where it is greatly preferred to 
American bacon and fetches a higher 
price. This is a permanent advantage 
worth millions to Canadian farmers, and 
it was gained by protection. 

If Canadian Grits do not know that 
protection has benefited, and iH still 
benefiting, the farmers of Canada, our 
neighbors in the United States are well 
aware of the fact. The American con- 
suls, part of whose duty it is to observe 
the trend of trade and to look out for 
opportunities of extending the export 
trade of the United States, find that the 
Canadian protective duties exclude 
American farm produce from the Cana- 
dian market. The following extracts 
from some of the United States consular 
reports show this very clearly : 

The Consular Agent at Palmers ton, 
Ontario, says that " the greatest obstacle 
in the way of ttie extension of the, Am- 
erican flour trade in this country is the 
fact that tlie produce cannot be placed 
in theso markets on as favorable terms 
as Canadian, owing to the tariff and the 
cost of transportation, and this condi- 
tion must practically prevail so long as 
the present duty is maintained by the 
Dominion Government." 

The same gentleman adds in regard to 
canned meats that "the consumption, 
until within the past two years, was al- 
most ontirelv of American manufacture, 
but since that time, presumably on ac- 
count of the increased activity of Can- 
adian packers, the products ol the latter 
have been displacing the American.

Explorer Harry Wiudt Arrives iu 
Victoria, on His Adventurous 
Journey. 



Will Cross Siberia by a Par North- 
ern Route Hitlu rto |'ti- 
traversed. 



Among the passengers who wi" leave 
here for Alaska by the Queen to-mor- 
row, on that steamer's initial voyage of 
the season, will he Mr. Harry ,le Windt, 
the special correspondent of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, whose adventures in con- 
nection with his paper's latest unique 
enterprise may be expected to commence 
practically upon bis arrival in the Land 
of the Midnight Sun. .Mr. de Windt is 
a clever descriptive writer of consider- 
able reputation. He ifl moreover a 
young man of determination and of ex- 
pedients, capable of enduring many pri- 
vations and suffering numberless 
hardships before he will abandon any 
undertaken in which he has enlisted. 
All these sterling qualities will be re- 
quired in the accomplishment 1,1 the 
task which he has now set himself, and 
which is nothing less than to travel 
from New York to Paris by way of 
Alaska, the stepping stone islands oi the 
extreme North, and barren Siben. . The 
trip will be practically "overland from 
New York to Paris," and it should pro- 
vide much readable matter for the paper 
in whose behalf Mr. de W'indt's services 
have been enlisted. The traveller ar- 
rived here yesterday evening from the 
East, and is now ready and eager to en- 
ter upon the hard work of his strange 
journey. 

At Juneau this will commence, (or it 
is there that he will outfit and secure his 
Indians for the passage of the Chilcat 
mountains to the headwaters of the Yu- 
kon, down which he will lloat by raft 
and canoe, as did Lieutenant Schwatka, 
several years ago, eventually reaching 
Fort St. Michael's, in Nelson sound on 
the west Alaskan coast. Some time be- 
tween the 5th and 15th of August the 
revenue cutter Bear will pick him up 
there and transport him to the Siberian 
shore. The Alaskan Commercial t'o. 
have undertaken to deliver the neces- 
sary supplies and outfit for the Siberian 
trip, while Mr. de Windt is voyaging 
down the Yukon, so that close connec- 
tions will be obtained and considerable 
time and trouble be saved. 

It was the traveller's original intention 
to proceed bv the Bear to St. Lawrence 
bay, south of East Cape, the most east- 
erly point in Siberia, and there await 
the arrival of winter with its ice ami 
snows in order to proceed upon his land 
journey bv means of sledges, 'in the be- 
lief that such would be the lies' method 
of travel in that part of the world—and 
if the journey had to be made overland 
entirely this would undoubtedly he true. 
He has since learned that it would he 
better to make a change of plans unless 
it was hard experience that he especial- 
ly sought. 

The stay at St. Lawrence bay while 
waiting for the sledges will be immensely 
tedious undoubtedly, the traveller hav- 
ing the pleasing prospect ahead of him of 
there enjoying the accommodations of 
the native huts and sharing the common 
fare of raw or frozen walrus meat, which 
while nutritious is not esteemed as an 
especial delicacy by the fastidious.

of his journeying it would not he good 
policy for him to sit by and enjoy it 
while the natives ate their unsavory 
rations, for they are a peculiar people 
and prone to resent a slight upon their 
hospitality. 

From St. Lawrence hay the Bear will 
convey the traveller to the island of 
Eeteetlan, where the advance party 
from the Hodgers wintered in 1881-2. 
He can then proceed along the coast in 
his whaleboat and reach Nishne 
Kolyms'k, on the lower Kolyma, in about 
twelve or fourteen days. There he can 
spend the waiting time comfortably in a 
log bouse and with civilized people. But 
there is no reason why he should wait 
long even there. He may keen on travel- 
ling as long as he can and before the 
season closes be as far along as Yakoutsk 
on the Lena river, and in easy reach of 
frkoutsk and Europe. 

Mr. de Windt is not a novice by any 
means in this sort of journey as he has 
already spent three years in lower 
Siberia and the island of Saghalien, 
studying the condition of the exiles in 
the Russian mines. He speaks the Rus- 
sian language fluently and will find that 
accomplishment of great value to him 
in his trip across the wastes of desolate 
Siberia.

The Subject of an Official Notice In the 
Provincial Gazette. 

An interesting notice in connection 
with the proposal of the Swedish scien- 
tist, M. Salomon A. Andree, to make a 
balloon voyage to the North pole this 
summer, is contained in yesterday's is- 
sue of the British Columbia Gazette, 
the publication referred to being as fol- 
lows: 

" Public notice is hereby given that 
the Government of His Majesty the 
King of Sweden and Norway proposes 
sending, in the summer of 1896, a bal- 
loon expedition totheNorth Pole forex- 
ploration in the interests of science. 
The balloon will convey a party of three 
Swedish scientists, namely , Mr. Salomon 
August Andree, aged -12 ; Dr. Nils Gus- 
taf Ekholm, aged 48; and Mr. Nils 
Strinberg, aged ii-L It is understood 
that the expedition will start from Spits- 
bergen in the early summer. 

"The Swedish and Norwegian Min- 
ister at the Court of St. J n rues having, 
in the name of his Government, invoked 
the assistance of Her Majesty's govern- 
ment with a view to making it generally 
known in the British possessions ad- 
jacent to the Polar Basin that the ex- 
pedition in question will be attempted, 
and the Swedish government being 
anxious also that the project should be 
made known to the authorities in other 
parts of Canada and to the general pub- 
lie in the Dominion through the medium 
of the press, Her Majesty's principal 
secretary of state for the colonies has re- 
vested His Excellency's government to 
lo all in their power to meet the wishes 
of the government of His Swedish and 
Norwegian Majesty in this master. 

"Accordingly, Her Majesty's loyal 
subjects throughout the Province of 
British Columbia are hereby notified in 
the premises and are requested to give 
the explorers, should an opportunity 
present itself, nil the help in their power. 
If the balloon be seen only and no com- 
munication be had with the exploring 
party, it is requested that the following 
particulars may be noted and communi- 
cated either to a local newspaper or to 
this oflice (that of the Provincial Secre- 
tary), namely, the day and the hour in 
which the balloon was seen, the direc- 
tion of the balloon, and the direction of 
the wind. Should any accident befall 
the explorers and should they arrive in 
any locality having lost the balloon, the 
inhabitants are asked to give them all 
possible assistance."

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SAVED BY THE " QUADRA." 

A Shipwrecked Fisherman Picked Up in the 
Gulf by the Government Steamer and 
Brought Safe to Port. 

As the Quadra was steaming down the 
Gulf of Georgia against a strong south- 
east wind on her way from Comox to 
this port yesterday, a small object was 
bserved in the water, dipt. Walbrau 
at once altered his course so as to bear 
lown upon it, when the object was made 
)ttt to be an unfortunate fisherman sev- 
eral hours adrift in his water-logged 
boat, having been capsized oil' the Fraser 
and drifted out into the gulf, everything 
in his craft being washed out. 

Boat and man were taken on board 
the Quadra and every attention paid to 
the latter. He was benumbed and half 
dead with exposure, but with a little 
warmth and care soon came to. He 
gave his name as Frank Couppere, a 
Frenchman. Before disembarking he 
expressed his thankfulness to Captain 
Walbran and told him that several 
vessels had passed him in his dangerous) 
predicament, evidently not noticing his 
frantic endeavors to attract attention. 

The Quadra has l>een to Comox for 
coal, and as Captain Gaudin, the agent 
of marine was aboard, an inspection of 
the Yellow island lighthouse was made. 
Several piles from Active pass were 
brought down by the steamer to be 
placed as beacons at riooke inlet, which 
was surveyed tor that purpose some short 
time ago.

LATEST FROM LONDON. 



President Krnger's Little Joke- 
German Officers Subjected to 
Indignity in China. 



Fighting With Madagascar Bandits 
—Bank of England Statements 
—Conditions in Crete. 



London-, June 4. — A dispatch Id tin? 
Times from Capetown says that Presi- 
dent Kruger, replying to the thanks of 
the released reformers, made a charac- 
teristic smile, saying: "If my littlu 
dogs are naughty 1 must whip them, hut 
I am always sorry to do so. Next time I 
must get hold of the big dogs. My littlu 
dogs bark, but the bigones bite." This 
has reference to Cecil Rhodes ami the 
reformers, and shows accurately, the 
Times correspondent says, the feeling oi 
the J'oers on the subject. 

A special from Shanghai says the tier- 
man officers sent to drill the Chinese 
army have been subjected to indignities 
and outrage, the motive of which was to 
force them to resign. Recent ly two tier- 
mans were beaten by soldiers, and now 
an officer named Krauss has been mur- 
dered by the bodyguard of Lin ivun 
Yan, viceroy of Nanking. In conse- 
quence the entire German squadron in 
Chinese waters has been ordered to 
Nanking. It is believed Germany will 
withdraw fifty officers now in the Chi- 
nese army and insist upon payment of 
the whole amount of their contract. 
Another dispatch says the rebels de- 
feated Chinese General Tung with ter- 
rible slaughter, and the viceroy of Nan- 
king has ordered the German drilled 
troops to assist in suppressing the relicts. 

An official despatch from Antanan- 
arivo, Madagascar, dated May 30, says 
that a body of 1,500 Fahavalos, bandits, 
have burned Antrirable. For three days 
the bandits have blockaded a house in 
which a detachment of French troops 
were protecting sot"c Norwegian mis- 
sionaries. The French residents, with a 
detachment of Hovas, eventually raised 
the blockade alter hard fighting, during 
which L'OO Fahavalos were killed. 

Sir Matthew White Riddle, home sec- 
retary, replying in the House of Com- 
mons to Dr. G. B. Clarke, Liberal mem- 
ber for Caithnesshire, who asked 
whether Mrs. Florence Maybrick was 
detained for murder, or tor administra- 
tion of arsenic with intent to murder, 
said that the prisoner was serving im- 
prisonment for life after having been 
convicted of murder, and ' the govern- 
ment did not see any reason for further 
clemency, the sentence of death having 
been imposed upon her and subsequent- 
ly commuted to imprisonment for life. 

The weekly statement of the Bank; of 
England, issued to-day, shows the fol- 
lowing changes as compared with the 
previous account: Total reserve, in- 
crease, tiilO.OOS ; other securities, in- 
crease, .£1)3,000 ; other deposits, £1,006,- 
000; public deposits, decreased, ,£778,- 
000; notes reserve, increase, £178,000; 
government securities, decrease, £3,000. 
The proportion of the Bank of England's 
reserve to liability, which last week was 
69.33 per cent., is now 59.30 percent. 
The rate of discount remains unchanged 
at 2 per cent. 

The Kaiser conducted a rehearsal of 
the German musicians before they left 
for Moscow to furnish music during the 
fetes, which the German ambassador 
gives to their Russian Majesties. The 
Kaiser altered the time of one of the 
pianoforte pieces, and then expressed 
supreme satisfaction. Afterwards he 
received the commission for building the 
German Lutheran church in Jerusalem 
corrected the amended plansand ordered 
thechurch to be finished within a year. 
The Emperor invited the entire Berlin 
garrison to visit the Ausstellung, he 
paying for tickets and beer. Meanwhile 
the re-assembled Reichstag is protesting 
against ttie imperial decree prolonging 
the session until August, which makes 
the entire period eight months. Mem- 
bers receive no salary and are obliged to 
abandon their own business. Members 
of the opposition say they intend to in- 
troduce a salary bill appealing for the 
Kaiser's support. His Majesty ap- 
parently favors the scheme. 

Prince Sizzo, of Lieutenberg, has been 
nominated to succeed the sovereign of 
Schwarzburg, his childless uncle. Thirty 
years ago when he was a baby the Prince 
was stolen by Dr. Karl Weise, who be- 
lieved a big ransom would be paid for 
the return of the child. His plans mis- 
carried, however, for the infant was 
rescued and he himself was sentenced to 
banishment. 

Le Gauloia nova Mine. Couedon, the 
intermediate of the Angel Gabriel, is go- 
ing to be married, her fiancee being a 
well known .Spiritualist.

HAWAIIAN HAPPENINGS. 

Funeral of Kate Field-Annexation Resolu- 
tions Passed by the Legislature— 
Case of Volney Ashford. 

Honolulu, May 28, via steamer Ala- 
meda. — The funeral of Kate Field, who 
died here on the 19th inst., look place 
the following day. The body was em- 
balmed and p[aced in a temporary vault. 
I The final disposition of the remains will 
depend entirely upon the news which 
Consul-General Mills receives from the 
United States. Pneumonia was the 
cause of her death. 

The senate ami house have passed an- 
nexation resolutions declaring, on the 
eve of adjournment, that tin; Hawaiian 
legislature continues in favor id' annexa- 
tion to the United Stales, as do the 
Hawaiian voters. 

Great Britain has made a demand on 
this government on behalf of Volney V. 
Ashford, exiled for complicity in the 
18(5$ rebellion, Baying, in plain language, 
that Ashford must lie allowed a landing. 
Ashford has repeatedly asked permis- 
sion to land, but each request was re- 
fused. Finally he appealed to the home 
government and it has taken action. 

It is understood that President Dole 
replied to the demand, refusing to allow 
Ashford to come here. In (dose official 
circles it is believed that a British man- 
of-war will come here and Ashford will 
be landed without respect to the wish of 
this government. The Hawaiian gov- 
ernment will be firm in this matter and 
will probably appeal to the United States 
for aid. Ashford is a native of Belle- 
ville, Cut., and is now in San Francisco.

the political issues — he proceeded to 
state that he is a lawyer and makes a 
practice of rising at eight o'clock in the 
morning. 

Mr. J. W. Carey—" Do you know any- 
thing about farming?" 

Mr. Martin (ironically)— " Will you 
have the politeness to let me apeak?" 

Mr. Daniels (to Mr. Martin) — " You 
wouldn't let other people speak at the 
theatre." (Laughter.) 

Mr. Martin proceeded that he would 
first refer to the proposed coercion of 
Manitoba at the dictation of Quebec. 

A Voice — "That's complete bosh." 
(Renewed laughter.) 

Another Voice— "Tell us about farm- 
ing." 

Mr. Martin protested that lie had 
come to the meeting to learn from the 
farmers present, and he assured them 
that their interests are really those of 
his profession also, because lending 
money is the largest purt of the lawyers' 
business and they would like to see the 
farmers prosperous because then they 
could borrow more money ! He earnest- 
ly hoped, therefore, that they would not 
vote for " the Tupper family " on the 
23rd of June. 

Voices — "You bet we will!" (Ap- 
plause.) 

Taking up the statutory offer to admit 
free of duty into Canada certain articles 
when coming from countries giving free 
access to similar Canadian products, Mr. 
Martin said this was putting our atl'airs 
in the hands of the President of the 
United States. 

Mr. Carey— " You are putting it in u 
false light ;" it applies to all other coun- 
tries as well." 

Changing the subject, Mr. Martin pro- 
duced a copy of Sir Charles 'flipper's 
address, from the Colonist, and wildly 
waving the long clipping as the Hag had 
been waved at the theatre, he challeng- 
ed all and singular " to find one word in 
that address about the British Pacific 
railway." The audience laughed until 
they nearly fell off their seats, and Mr. 
Mai-tin defiantly proceeded, " Come up 
you politicians; come up 1 say and show 
it." Nobody came up; and Mr. 
Martin proceeded to declaim against 
the Premier for the omission of 
which he hud made mention. " He 
could help Vancouver all right," he ex- 
claimed with vehemence which would 
lead one to indicate that to help the sis- 
ter city is the height of treason; "he 
could " help Vancouver all right 
with the Pacific cable line, but 
where is the British Pacific 
for Victoria." (Mr. Martin was rather o r 
his bearings just here, for the Pacific 
cable is actually projected to land on 
Vancouver Island not far from this city 
of Victoria — its practical terminus.) 
" He can help Winnipeg," he excitedly 
continued, "with the Hudson Bay rail- 
way, but where is the British Pacific? 
I lived for ten years in Winnipeg "— 

\ Voice—" It's a pjty you didn't stay 
there ! " (Laughter.) 

Will some of you tell mo what we 
have ever got from the Dominion," Mr. 
Martin demanded. 

Mr. Carey— "Yes; to begin with, 
twenty-five millions for the O.P.R." 

What did this matter, air. Mar- 
tin would like to know, since 
the San Pedro is yet on the 
rocks, and the last outward bound Em- 
press did not dock at our wharf as ex- 
pected : This, too, utter the Admiralty 
survey, made by the Queen's ship, 
" whose captain I know very well." The 
next argument why the electors should 
vote for Templeman and Milne, was 
that in 1S49 an annexation manifesto 
was signed by J. J. C. Abbott, who 
forty-two years later became Liberal- 
Conservative leader. 
A Voice—" He's dead." 
Mr. Martin— " Yes; but I see from 
the wav you talk that some of his miser- 
able principles still live!" He next 
took up the matter of the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway— the loan for which the 
Liberal opposition prevented from pass- 
ing the Commons: and he made 
the astounding assertion that, the 
Liberals were in no way to 
blame as " the bill was simply 
dropped by the minister having it in 
charge.'' He said he read that in the 
Mail-Empire! Swiftly following came 
another whopper— the posilive stale- 
men t that atier having rosignetl from 
the ministry because of the public 
works scandals, "Sir Hector Langevin 
bus been elevated to the Senate!" Be- 
fore the astonished audience had regain- 
ed their breath, Mr. Martin resumed his 
seat. 

Mr. Samuel Sea came forward in re- 
sponse to a general invitation by 
Mr. Templeman. He totally disagreed 
with the policy of the present, govern- 
ment, and he specially condemned the 
steamship subsidies, 

Mr. Templeman— " Hear, hear!"

Mf. J. W. Carey next came forward, 
delivering the speech of the evening, 
with characteristic force and eloquence. 
He had known the two candidates for 
many years, he said, and he did not 
wish to say anything against them per- 
sonally; but lie did object to persons 
who belong to the surplus population 
coming out amongst the farmers to in- 
troduce n subject entirely foreign to them 
— the Manitoba school question. "For 
heaven's sake," lie exclaimed, "saveus 
from the school question and from free 
trade!" He reminded the old-timers 
how in the free-port days the farmers 
of this island had been swamped 
by the American farmers — to such 
ail extent that Mr. De 
bad promised them a tariff. He showed 
how the farmers would sutler undf-z 
Laurier's ideal, free trade as in Eng- 
land; though the lawyers — the surplus 
population, would escape, having nothing 
to tux but their intellect. He showed 
the many benefits derived from con- 
federation, reminding the audience that 
when that was accomplished this 
colony was " fiat broke " with a debt of 
$1, -100,000 which the Dominion took off 
their hands. He showed the absurdity 
of the statement in the opposition candi- 
dates' address that protection is driving 
population from British Columbia to the 
States; where the average protection 
reaches so high as 40 per cent! The fact 
is that the movement of population is 
from the farms to get employment in the 
factories of the United States. 

Mr. Martin—" Why don't you go?" 
Mr. Carey reminded this gentleman 
from the citv that he had come to this 
province to farm, and having u good one 
bad no desire to leave it. (Applause.] 
He would like to ask in turn, however, 
why Mr. Martin had not gone to the 
States instead of coining, as he recently 
hud, to Victoria (applause), as Mr. 



He reminded the old-timers of the mar- 
vellous growth of Victoria since Confed- 
eration, which he hoped they would not 
forget because of u temporary setback. 
He hud the authority of the Liberal 
leader, Mr. Fraser of Guysborough, that 
seventy-live per cent, of the capital of 
Canada is invested in the farms, and he 
asked what is to become of 
this if protection is swept away? 
He did not care about I'rior and Earle 
any more than about Templeman and 
Milne, but be did care for himself and 
his own interest, and therefore he wotlid 
vote for the Liberal Conservative candi- 
dates and protection, of which we need 
more, not less. He hated Mr. Laurier's 
policy because it is a policy of destruction, 
and he honestly believed that if 
Messrs. Templeman and Milne went to 
• ttawa to-morrow they simply would 
not reduce the tariff— they couldn't do 
it when they thought of the position of 
their constituents out here. Mr. Carey 
left the platform amidst great applause. 

So strongly had he made his point on 
the trade question, that Mr. Templeman 
now came forward to say that Mr, 
Carey must have misunderstood the 
Liberal trade policy, which he asserted 
is, in the words of Mr. Laurier, " to 
benefit the farmer as also the artisan," 
" without injury to any established in- 
dustry," 

Alter a vote of thanks to the chair- 
man, and cofi'ee und cake in the ante- 
room, the meeting broke up near mid- 
night. 

LOST FROM THE CHAIN GANG. 

Prisoner Percy Casselly Makes a Success- 
ful Break for Freedom While Working 
at Government House Grounds. 

It is seldom that a criminal passes 
through the doors of a British Columbia 
prison and by cunning or daring suc- 
ceeds in defeating the ends of justice 
und regaining freedom before the com- 
pletion of his sentence. Yesterday «n 
escape was, however, accomplished, the 
prisoner who succeeded in breaking 
away being Percy Casselly alias Joseph 
Brown, who under the latter name was 
sentenced on the 5th of February last to 
one year's hard labor for committing a 
burglary at Lundsbcrg's store on (iov- 
ernment street. 

When taken to the jail he made the 
remark that " You hoys have got me 
now, but you won't hold me long," 
from which it is evident that 
the escape was long premeditated. 
Opportunity did not however present it- 
self until yesterday, when Casselly with 
u number'of other prisoners in charge of 
Guard Mason was working in the Gov- 
ernment House grounds. He was miss- 
ed for ;i moment in the shrubbery, 
which greatly facilitated his plans. 
Search was instituted us soon as he was 
missed but no truce of the flown bird 
bus yet been obtained. 

He is a native of 'St. John, K.B., LM 
vears of age, and is described as 5 feet 7 
inches in height (with bis shoes on), 
with light sandy hair, blue eyes, sandy 
complexion and weight of about 140 
pounds; he has a star tattoed on the 
back of each hand, and is 'dean shaven 
with the exception of a very diminutive 
moustache. His face is long and his 
generally expression of countenance ser- 
ious. A*l the time of his escape he o' 
course wore the prison uniform, but it is 
not at all unlikely that he has ere this 
secured a change of apparel from some 
of his former associates. 

Warden John is offering the usual re- 
ward for his recapture.

As they had taken no pro- 
visions' with them', and the weather was 
rainy und decidedly breezy outside, the 
two voyagers must have spenta very un- 
pleasant time of it. Provincial Con- 
stable McKentia and Captain Mcintosh 
start at 4 o'clock this morning in a 
launch to hunt up the runaways, and 
will likely have little difficulty in catch- 
ing them', as with the strong wind blow- 
ing it is not very probable that they 
ventured to cross the Straits yesterday.

Britain Forbids the Use of Cod Trans Along 
the French Const. 

St. John's. Nfld., June 4.— (Special)— 
Owing to the demand made by the 
French government, the Imperial min- 
istry bus instructed Governor Murray to 
issue a proclamation forbidding the use 
of cod traps for fishing purposes along 
the French treaty coast of Newfound- 
land. The British warships engeged in 
the fishery protection service will carry 
out the requirements of the proclama- 
tion. The penally for setting a trap is 
$-100 or six months' imprisonment. This 
proceeding arouses great, indignation, as 
it is certain to mean serious loss to the 
resident fishermen.
